London. Maich 26.—(AP)—Gen. 


Eisenhower's great Rhine offen- 
sive has plunged the Geiman peo- 
ple into the deepest gloom, dis- 
patches from neutral

- change from a peace-loving- at- 
titude in which all young Ameri- 
cans were reared, to the fighting 
spirit instilled during the training- 
period is a difficult mental strug- 
gle We can not expect a change 
back to peace-loving pursuits to 
come quickly, especially for those 
who have had long periods of 
combat experience. 


Consciously 
or 
unconscously. 


many service men hold resent- 
ments against civilians, perhaps 
against their families, their com- 
munities, or the government The 
same is true for the civilian. "We 
may 
harbor 
negative 
feelings, 


having learned to live without a 
loved one. enjoying new respon- 
sibilities, -work and freedom, some 
enjoying the security of the allot- 
ment The great need is for honesty 
about 
our 
feelings 
and 
to 


thoroughly understand the indi- 
vidual problem. 


Forty-five per cent of all med- 


ical discharges are for psychiatric 
reasons. This does not mean in- 
sanity but merely that the ad- 
justment to military 
life 
was 


mentally impossible. Many show 
an abnormal sensitivity to their 
surroundings and are easily upset 
emotionally. Given clear under- 
standing and time in which 
to 


make readjustments, the change 
back to peaceful 
pursuits 
will 


come gradually.

one by one and for weeks just a 
few small green leaves remained. 
Then it seemed to die. r loosened 
the earth and found the bulb roots 
still there, so ailded more water 
and soon small leaves apoeared 
again, but they were aenemic look- 
ing- and looked lost in the center 
of the big bowl.

Then, one day the Japanese 


mama san who comes to help ;ne 
occasionally said: "Mrs. Warren, 
more better you not throw away 
coffee grounds all time. You saw. 
I put on plants". So I saved. 
Twice a week the coffee grounds 
were poured into a - big pitcher, 
water added, and the whole well 
sh*aken up. A liberal libation was 
poured upon my calladium and 
some other potted plants.

IS years, during which time no 
has done away with the country's 
constitution and at times imposed 
press censorship. 
At the same 


time he has been a loyal and iu> 
questioned friend of this country 
and of world democracy, and has 
sent his 
own troops into 
war 


against Germany. 


Dictators usually remain in of- 


fice until death or revolution re- 
moves them. They seldom resign 
or retire, not only because such 
action is against the usual dic- 
tatorial inclination but also be- 
cause of fear. 
One-man or one- 


party rule can build up a lot of re- 
sentment over a period of years. 


President 
Vargas' 
decision, 


then, is courageous as well as 
commendable. 
It 
conceivably 


could entail some personal risk. 
For that reason it seems an even 


' more hopeful sign of a conviction 


on his part that democracy is 
worth' practicing as well as sup- 
porting. 


As a practical echo of the senti- 


ments expressed at the Chapulte- 
pee Conference, President Vargas' 
announcement should do much to 
reaffirm this hemisphere's solidar- 
ity and like-mindedness, with'one 
unhappy exception.

whom he married 
in 1933, 
and 


their son, Patrick Hill Rupertus 
His first wife and two children 
by his first marriage died during 
a scarlet fever epidemic in Pe- 
king, China, in 1930. 


A native of Washington, Gen- 


eral Ruperlus had served in the 
Marine Corps since 1913, when he 
was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant. Advanced to the rank of 
brigadier general when the inva- 
sion of the Solomon islands be- 
gan in August, 1942, he person- 
ally led the Marines who captured 
Tulagi, Gavutu and Tanambogo 
islands in lhal group after bitter 
fighting.

But this year 
he has a loss of 5100,000. So he re- 
opens hi.s tax payments for ISM..! 
and 19-14. 


In 1U-13 his profits wuie S70.000 


He applies this 
year's

$100.000 ag-ainst J9<!3 profit and 
finds he owes no tax for 1913. 


But lie still has a loss of 325,000 


to do .something about — the differ- 
ence between §100.000 ivond 575.- 
000. 
So he re-opens his tax pay- 


ment for nO'M when his profits 
were also $75,000. 


So lie Gcl.s Kcliiiul 


>lc subtracts that §25,000 from 


the 575,000 and finds that his tax 
for 19-14 should be paid only on 
550,000 instead of §75,000. 


So he gets a refund on the tax

This can be done by individuals 


who have business losses and by 
corporations. An individual can't 
do U if he suffers a loss through 
investments or if his income is 
from salary or wages. 


So far we have been talking- only 


about income tax. But 
a 
cor- 


poration can get a lefmid also on 
the tax paid on excess profits. 


Business income is hit with two 


kinds of taxes: a regular income 
tax and art excess profits tax. 


Thus a firm which has no ex- 


cess profits this year can get a 
refund on the excess profits tax 
paid uvo years ugo, or last year. 


You can see how all this would

staying open until •! 


a. in., last year its piofits were 
5500,000- Say the midnight cur- 
few cuts its profits down to $200.- 
000 this year. 


Since it did not operate at a 


loss.it could not get a refund on 
the income tax paid in previous 
years. But. it might bo able to get 
:i refund on its excess profits tax 
previously paid. 


Some economists look on 
this 


refund arrangemnt ;:.<?

great 


boon to businesses whose profits 
aie cut down .sharply during the 
reconversion period after the war.
